Moose Season Closed 
In Alberta This Year 


The hunting of moose will be 
prohibited in Alberta this year ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
by the game branch at Edmonton. 

The ban, issued by the depart- 
ment of lands and forests, results 
from a mysterious migration of 
moose from northern bush lands to 
the southern foothills, where there 
is less natural protection from 
hunters. 

Cause of the migration, occurring 
in both Alberta and British Colum- 
bia, cannot be determined by nat- 
uralists and biologists. 

Hunting of caribou also is bann- 
ed this year. The animals are re- 
covering from adverse winters 
which reduced their numbers. 

Bag limits on other big game 
are: One male mountain § sheep, 
one male or female mountain goat, 
one either male deer or male elk, 
one grizzly bear and one black, 
brown or cinnamon bear. Female 
bears with cubs are protected. 

In the Pincher Creek area south 
of the Castle and Old Man rivers 
and west of Highway No. 2 he- 
tween Macleod and Cowley, one of 
either male or female elk may be 
taken. 

Open seasons are Sept. 15 to 
Oct. 31 for sheep and goat; Nov. 1 
to Dec. 15 for deer and elk, and 
Sept. 15 to Dec. 15 for bears.

Mummy of Princess 
Clothed in Solid Gold 


Archaeologists digging 30 miles 
north of Cairo, Egypt, recently un- 
earthed a 2500-year-old mummy of 
an Egyptian princess buried in 
slippers and gloves of solid gold. 

Members of the Egyptian Anti- 
quities Department pried open an 
8,000-pound stone tomb to find the 
mummy—a _ princess of the 22nd 
dynasty. 

Hieroglyphic inscriptions on the 
heavy quartz cover listed her as 
Himit Nissut Thait Ra, the wife of 
a prince who governed Etrib more 
than 500 years before Christ. 

Fingers of both her hands were 
gloved in layers of pure gold. Her 
feet were encased in solid gold 
sandals, of a style like those worn 
in the summertime by modern wo- 
men, 

The princess’ crown and an as- 
sortment of precious jewels and 
diamond ornaments lay beside the 
mummy. It was removed with ex- 
treme care to Cairo for study. 

The contents of the tomb were 
intact, although water from the 
Nile had seeped through the stone 
cover and caused some gold plat- 
ing to chip off. 

Archaeologist Neguib Farag, in- 
spector of Eastern Delta Antiqui- 
ties, who supervised the uncovering, 
said the find was one of the rare 
discoveries that diligent grave rob- 
bers had failed to reach in 25 cen- 
turies of search.
